- Medical Students Inſtiturion. 


HE Phyſicians having been requeſted 
by ſome of the Students in Medicine to 
confider of a Plan for their Admiſſion into 
the Infirmary, preſented certain Propoſals to 
the Governors, on the 11th of January, 1786, 
which, with a few Alterations, were approv- 
ed, and ordered to be inſerted in the Books 
in the following Form, viz. 

That any Gentleman who has entered his 
Name as a Medical Student, and has been 
recommended by his Tutor to the Vice-Chan- 
cellor for Admiſſion to the Infirmary, and ſhall 
have attended, or at leaſt given in his Name 
with the Intention of attending, one Courfe 
of CLINIcAL LEcTuREs, ſhall have Leave to 
attend the Infirmary at any other Time of 
the Year, upon the following Conditions : 

I. That he ſhall pay Three Guineas to the 
Houſe for his firſt Year's Attendance; and 
Two for the ſecond ; and ſhall afterwards be 
permitted to attend without any farther 
Expence. 

IT. That he ſhall pay to the Apothecary 
One Guinea for a Copy of the Diſpenſatory 
of the Houle. | 

And Thirdly, That he ſhall be allowed to 
viſit the Patients from Eleven in the Fore- 
noon till the Time of the Patients' Dinner;
